COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - This 
y ear’s General Assembly , which 
hasn’t y et built up much of a 
head of steam, probably won’t 
come within 400 bills of the mod­ 
em record of 1,7 15 bill introduc­ 
tions set in 19 61.

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Learning to Spell Kozlov 


Rumors are generated by Nikita Khrush­ 


chev’s 69th birthday that he may be ready 
to shuck off some of the responsibilities of 
his position as chief of the Soviet Union. 


Americans, who think of their own pres­ 
ident as the most powerful executive in the 
world, must concede that the premier of 
the Soviet Union is even more powerful, in 
the sense he is expected to be a dictator 
while he holds a job on which no time limit 


has been set. 
But speculating about forthcoming events 
in the case of a man who has lived 69 
years 
without 
any 
letdown 
is 
akin 
to 
speculating that Sir Winston Churchill may 
have to cut down on his daily intake of 
brandy and cigar smoke at the age of 88. 


Chairman Khrushchev assuredly is not go­ 
ing on forever. He will have a successor, 
probably Frol R. Kozlov, now first deputy 
premier of the Soviet Union. 


The Kozlov tradition of responsibility and 
competence has been in the making since 
1959 when he visited the United States. In­ 
teresting now in the light of Russian favor 


for the latest encylica! on world peace is­ 
sued by Pope John III was a Kozlov com­ 
ment on a previous encyclical on peace. 
"We’ll even support the pope if he is for 
peace,” said the Russian deputy premier 
four years ago. 
Another comment on that trip reflected 
a significant attitude. Kozlov rejected as a 
"profound delusion” American "apprehen­ 
sions that ideological differences between 
us are the major obstacle to peaceful co­ 
existence between our countries.” 
The dispute between capitalism and com­ 
munism, he said, would be settled by peace­ 
ful competition and the struggle for higher 
living standards. He added what is incum­ 
bent on every commentator to add in the 
circumstances: “Victory will be ours.” 
It is too soon to write off Khrushchev 
but not too sofa to learn to spell Kozlov. 
Russia’s second “Mr. K.” already is in 
sight and on the scene. Headline writers, 
who struggled with “Khrushchev’’ until per­ 
mitted to shorten it to "K” will welcome a 
six-syllable name for a change—one they 
don’t have to shorten. 


Least of the Thresher Mysteries 


In the sifting of theories, probabilities and 
possibilities about the disappearance of the 
submarine Thresher, the point of consensus 
concerns its nuclear propulsion plant. 
It is assumed this distinctive part of the 
submarine—the thing that distinguished it 
from all conventional submarines—did not 


fail. 
It is assumed the failure was in the ship s 
conventional mechanisms, perhaps its hull. 
It is assumed, moreover, that the disaster to 
the ship and its crew and passengers will 
not be a disaster to the area in which the 
Thresher presumably went to the bottom. 
The nuclear power plant, it is believed, is 
rn fail-safe unit. Its const ruction and mode 


of operation make any kind of nuclear re­ 
action impossible in the event of an accident. 
It is highly probable the reactor that fur­ 
nished power for the Thresher will continue 
in operation, but its energy will be dissi­ 
pated in the surrounding sea water. 
It thus becomes a matter of the greatest 
urgency to learn what happened to the sub­ 
marine. Because there is no apparent reason 
to suspect the nuclear power plant, every­ 
thing 
else 
is 
under double weight of 


suspicion. 
And even the men most confident of die 
fell-safe security of the power plant will 
want to know for certain their confidence 
was not misplaced. 


Sure Death For Sitting Ducks 


Remember the sad processions of refugees 
during Worid War II? Remember the trag­ 
edy of "displaced persons” huddled in camps, 
with nothing to do and nowhere to go? 
They were victims of war. Today there is 
another kind of displaced person — the vic­ 
tim of technology. There are millions of 
these victims in the United States and the 
number is still increasing. 
This is what U.S. Secretary of Labor W. 
Willard Wirtz says about them: 
“The continuance of a free society depends 
on narrowing the present gap between the 
knowledge of a very few about what can be 
done with the newly harnessed forces of in-

Just why American officials make 
such statements is a mystery, for 
it would seem that this is the 
very kind of news the Penta­ 
gon should keep within the bounds 
of managed secrecy. Secretary of 
Defense McNamara, in testimony 


before a Senate committee which 


has just been released, says: 


“T believe that it is fairly gen­ 
erally recognized among the tech­ 
nical groups that we were much 
further ahead of the Soviets in 
the past than we are today, and 
that by testing they have over­ 
come to some degree our lead. 
This is, I think, what you might 
expect from tests. In particular, 
I think that is true of their last 
series, and I perhaps should say 
the last 18 months rather than 
the last year when I make the 
statement I do . . . 


“We are weaker today than we 
were 18 months ago because each 


of us tested in the atmosphere in 


the interim period, and because 


the Soviets had so much more 


to learn than we did, they did 
leaam that during the period, and 
therefore this differetial of U.S. 
superiority has narrowed as a re­ 
sult of the tests of the Soviets, 
and this country, in the atmos­ 
phere in the last 18 months.” 
Sen. 
Henry 
M. 
Jackson, 
D- 
Wash., at one point during the 
testimony commented that “we 
did make the mistake of our uni­ 
lateral test ban” and that “if we 
had extended it long enough we 
would have been in real trouble ” 
DURING the last few weeks the

The Steel Situation 
History Today

Washington.

When 
news of the Wheeling Steel price 
increase was rushed to President 
Kennedy, he swore again — this 
tim e 
alarm ed 
by the possibil­ 
ity that a steel 
crisis w o u l d 
trigger 
indus­ 
trial civil w ar 
on all fronts, in 
aerospace, 
in 
rubber, in elec­ 
tronics 
a n d 
electrical equip- 
Victor Riesel 
rn e n t produc­ 
tion. These are some of the areas 
where sco rrt of unions are begin­ 
ning to bargain on new contracts 
with m ajor corporations. 
Mr. 
Kennedy lifted the 
“hot 
line” to Labor Secretary Willard 
Wirtz, the quiet man wth whom 
he has had little contact. 
When Wirtz saw the President, 
Mr. Kennedy wanted to know if 
the United Steelworkers rn ig h t 
strike — or even create a crisis— 
because of 
the 
price 
increase. 
Some weeks ago he had been told 
there would be no upheaval in 
steel. 
The labor secretary thought such 
a crisis would not develop. 
But Mr. Wirtz was especially 
troubled by one thing. He wanted 
to know first considerably more 
about the health of one man — 
Dave McDonald, silver - haired, 
pipe-smoking president of 
o n e 
million steel workers. 


MR. MCDONALD had been a 
hard-working 
leavening 
force in 
the union’s closed-door negotia­ 
tions with the steel companies’ 
"central 
com m ittee.” 
McDonald 
wanted as much as he could get 
for his people — but it was felt 
in the 
White 
House 
that *he 
would not 
strike 
nor create a 
crisis in the hard-hit steel indus- 
try. 
But without Mr. McDonald, the 
negotiations might falter — and 
second-line 
union leaders 
might 
feel the necessity to tighten up 
or delay action. 
This 
in 
itself 
would create a crsis. 


Since McDonald’s health became 
the key issue, I telephoned the 
steel w orkers’ chief at his modest 
home in Palm Springs, where he 
had been ordered to rest. 


McDonald told me he would re­ 
turn to the negotiations “ in a few 
week*.” 


He told me that he is in con­ 
stant 
telephone 
commumcaton 
with 
Washington 
and with 
the 
steel industry’s labor-management 
Human Relations 
Committee 
in 
Pittsburgh, 
and with the many 
technical subcommittees. 
I believe Dave McDonald be­ 
lieves there will not be a strike 
nor a real crisis as a result ol 
the price increase. 


SOME OTHER steel company 
officials have let him know they 
would not raise prices. 
“I’ll be back soon.” McDonald 
said to me. “ Of course, I’m not 
out of action. I chatted with the 
President not too long ago. I was 
with Willard Wirtz. 
“ H ere’s what happened. I got 
the flu recently. I ran a low fever 
and kept going to work steadily. 
I sat in on the Human Relations 
Committee meetings with a fever 
hovering around a hundred. But 
not eonough to make me feel real 


sick. Finally I went over to the 
hospital 
for a series of tests. 
My doctor asked me when I last 
vacationed 
I told him back in 
’51. 
“Well, take a rest, the doctor 
told me. Take 
some 
time 
off. 
You’re just plain worn out. 
“I a s k e d him 
about 
Palm 
Springs. The doctor said I’d be 
out each night. But I promised to 
get nine hours sleep each night, 
just loaf, and keep in touch. He 
said fine. I’m not out of action. 
It’s a case of too much action. 
Before I became ill I had just 
put in four solid weeks without 
a single day off. 
“But tell 
them all everything 
has checked out all right. I have 
a complete bill of health. 
"About the steel industry dis­ 
cussions, there is lots of time. 
It’s only April.” 


FROM OTHER sources high in 
the steel union the word is that 
reports of a possible steel strike 
because of the price increase are 
“exaggerated ” 
There 
is no 
doubt that 
the 
Wheeling Steel increase came as 
a surprise, not only to the steel 


union, but to leaders of the steel 


industry. 


Most of them were at a prvate 


banquet in New York’s Pinnacle 


Club on the 42nd 
floor 
of the 


Socony Mobil Building — on the 


very eve of the anniversary of 


the presidential clobbering of the 


steel 
industry. 
That 
happened 


April IO, 1962. 


They were giving 
a 
farewell 


banquet this past Tuesday night 


to Max D. Howell, outgoing presi­ 


dent of the American Iron and 


Steel Institute. This was a gold- 
watch-and-speeches affair — in­ 
cluding a talk by U.S. Steel’s Rog­ 
er Blough. 
One man was not there — Wil­ 
liam Steele, chairman and presi­ 
dent of the Wheeling Steel Corp., 
did not show. Not one of the din­ 
ers knew why Steel did not come. 
Nor did they know of the price 
increase. 
They, as well as Dave McDon­ 
ald, want peaceful production—not 
crisis. They want healthy profits. 
The union wants healthy employ­ 
ment.

It seems to be assumed that a 
test ban st any price is better 
than no test 
ban 
but 
here 
a 
staunch Democrat, Sen. Thomas 
J. Dodd of Connecticut, who has 
made a special study of the whole 
problem, points out that the Rus­ 
sians cannot be trusted to adhere 
to any treaty. He said in a speech 
to the Senate recently: 


"As early as 1961, we were will­ 
ing to sign a treaty banning tests 
in space, despite the opinion of 
competent scientists that s u c h 
tests could be conducted without 
serious possibility of detection . . . 
"In our proposal of Aug. 27, 
1962, we have agreed in advance 
that, on the day a treaty is signed, 
tests of all sizes, in a1) media, 
whether detectable or not, would 
be forbidden. Needles s to say, we 
would honor such an agreement— 
but would the Soviets?” 


Sen. Dodd said that he could 
net understand how any admln- 
is,ration could risk our security 
as a nation on the chance that 
"a government which has violat­ 
ed more than a thousand treaties 
and agreem ents over the last 40 
years would for some strange rea­ 
son decide to honor an agree­ 
ment whose violation would go 
both unproven and unpunished.” 


THE 
CONNECTICUT 
senator 
put his finger on the real bar­ 
rier to any test ban or any other 
treaty between the Soviet Union 
and the United States when he 
said: 


“The quest for disarm am ent is 
in essence a quest for mutual se­ 
curity based 
on 
mutual 
confi­ 
dence. Such confidence cannot ex­ 
ist so long as a significant por- 
ion of the world is governed by 
closed societies 
so long as we 
must 
ask 
ourselve w h a t the 
Communists are hiding, what evil 
intention may lie concealed be­ 
hind their wall of secrecy.” 


Now more than ever it becomes 
apparent that the dictatorship in 
Moscow will cheat and conceal 
and do everything it can to catch 
up with and pass the U n i t e d 
States 
in 
experimentation 
with 
nuclear weapons. 


To sum up: the Soviets know 
they are behind and the Ameri­ 
can 
government 
officially 
con­ 
cedes that this is true. 


No 
dictatorship 
in 
its 
right 
senses would ever agree to a 
nuclear test ban, and sim ilarly no 
democracy can afford to make 
such a treaty as long as mutul 
confidence is lacking.

We -hav e many letters f r o m 
readers who sent in the recipe 
bu t some of them wou ld blow the 
town u p if mix ed with some of 
the chemicals su ggested! Beware 
of mix ing chemicals and read 
directions.

“logs” ou t of newspapers. Here’s 
the best method we hav e fou nd 
after try ing all the recipes that 
were sent in: 
Open 10 to 20 sheets of the news­ 
paper and lay it ou t flat on y ou r 
floor. Take any old thing y ou hap­

It will look like 
a baseball bat. 


TIE THESE with wire of some 
sort.

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The Doctor Says

Health Questions, Answers 


Q—i am 34 years old and the 
mother of two children. I 
have 
been told that I have a fibroid 


tumor of the uterus. My doctor 
says that it is 
not cancer, but 
if it begins to 
grow I mus t 
have a hyster­ 
ectomy. Do you 
think it is safe 
for me to wait 
until the tumor 
begins to grow 
to have it out? 
If I have anoth- 
Dr.

¡away, would the pregnancy 
in­ 
crease the chances of the tumor 
becoming cancerous? 
A—Fibro id tumo rs very rarely 
become malignant. Your doctor 
is ¡wise to watch the progress of 
your tumor and not rush into an 
operation. Most fibroids grow ve­ 
ry little after they are discover­ 
ed. Some even get smaller with 
the passage of time. The things 
that would influence your doctor 
to advise operation would be 
bleeding, not connected with your 
menstrual periods, or an increase 
in the size of your tumor t h a t 
Caused pressure on the bladder 
and made you uncomfortable. 


The q u e s t i o n of pregnancy 
would depend on the size and lo­ 
cation of your tumor. Some fib­ 
roids interfere with the implanta­ 
tion of the fertilized ovum in the 
uterine wall, so that pregnancy 
cannot take place. Others make 
normal delivery difficult, and still 
Dthers do not interfere in 
an y 
way with pregnancy or delivery. 
This is a matter for you to dis­ 
cuss with your obstetrician, but, 
in any case, pregnancy would not 
cause your tumor to become ma­ 
lignant. 
Q—I have been taking quinidine 
tablets daily for six years for an 
irregularity of the heart. Is it 
harmful to keep on taking 
this 
drug? What side effects may de­ 
velop? 


A—Quinidine is a very useful 
drug for the control of certain 
types of cardiac irregularity. Its 
use is safest in a person whose 
heart is normal except for the ir­ 
regular rate and rhythm. 
Too 
large a dose may cause vomiting, 
pain m the stomach, diarrhea, 
headache, ringing in the ears, de­ 
pression, flushing, sweating, faint­ 
ing, or blurred vision. If the drug 
is producing any of these symp­ 
toms, it should be stopped im­ 
mediately. Otherwise, it can be 
continued indefinitely, but becau­ 
se of dangerous side effects 
it 
must be taken only under the 
most careful medical supervision. 
Q -i am a 30-year-old 
house­ 
wife. I have been seeing black 
floaters in front of my eyes al- 
floaters in front of my eyes al­ 
most constantly. My vision is per­ 
fect. What causes these floaters? 


A—In back of the lens of the 
eye there is a jellylike substance 
called the vitreous humor. In ev­ 
ery normal person this contains a 
few loose cells. Sometimes they 
get in the direct line of vision be­ 
tween the retina at the back of 
the eye and the pupil. As images 
come from outside the eye, these 


floaters cast a shadow on the re­ 
tina. 


They are usually seen only 
when looking at a bright object, 
such as the sky or blank white 
paper. Because the retina auto­ 
matically tries to get rid of the 
shadows, the eyes move and the 
floaters wander off the field of 
vision, only to return when you 
try to center the vision again on 
whatever you were looking at. 
Although they may be annoy­ 
ing, they have no affect on the 
acuteness of vision. The best pol­ 
icy is to learn to disregard them. 
In politics, this is called “ peace­ 
ful coexistence.”
